NOTES 
Concertino No. 1 in G Major G.B. PERGOLESI 


The authorship of this charming work remains in doubt. Some 
sources attribute this work, along with five additional 
Concertini, to Carlo Ricciotti, who certainly is thought to have 
been the publisher. Modern copies, with the statement that 
Pergolesi was the composer, are preserved in the Library of the 
Paris Conservatoire and in the Library of Congress at Washington. 
On the basis of these copies, the 6 Concertini came to _ be 
included in the complete edition of Pergolesi's works. 


Magnificat G.B. PERGOLESI 


The date of composition and the circumstances of the first 
performance are unknown, casting a great deal of uncertainty upon 
the authorship of this work. Magnificat A Quattro Vocci in B flat 
has been ascribed to Francesco Durante (1684-1755) in several 
manuscripts. Durante served as Pergolesi's teacher from 1726 at 
the Conservatorio del Poveri di Gesu Cristo and it was during 
that time that Durante's influence was evident in Pergolesi's 
works. 


Regardless of its origins, Magnificat is a compelling example of 
church music of the early eighteenth century, distinguished by 
the lively declamation of the text, the melodic charm of the solo 
sections and the rich contrasts of the choruses.

Translation of the Latin Text 
MAGNIFICAT 


1. My soul doth magnify the Lord, and my spirit hath rejoiced 
in God my Savior. For He hath regarded the low estate of 
His handmaiden: for, behold, from henceforth all generations 
shall call me blessed.

He hath shewed strength with his arm; He hath 
scattered the proud in the imagination of their hearts. 


3. He hath put down the mighty from their seats, and exalted 
them of low degree. He hath filled the hungry with good 
things; and the rich He hath sent empty away. 


4, He hath holpen His servant Israel, in remembrance of His 
mercy. 


5. As He spake to our fathers, to Abraham, and to His seed 
forever. Glory be to the Father, the Son and the Holy Ghost. 


6. As it was in the beginning, is now and ever shall be, world 
without end. Amen.
